WHAT ARE GLANDS? 


first 
What do we mean, in the 
place, by a gland ? 
We mean a portion of the living 
body, an 
organ 
which 
produces 
some useful chemical product. Its 
product we call a secretion. 


The liver is an immense gland, 
which produces bile, partly a se­ 
cretion to get rid of harmful by­ 
products out of the body, partly a 
digestive juice to deal 
with 
the 
food. 
Glands in the mouth produce sa­ 
liva, while glands in the skin vcrm 
perspiration. 
The giands concerned in growth 
are of rather a different 
nature. 
The liver, the salivary glands, the 
sweat glands, pour out their prod- 
ducta through canals or ducts. The 
bile goes into the intestines, 
the 
saliva into the mouth, the perspir­ 
ation on to the skin. 
Seated deep in the body are other 
glands, which 
also 
manufacture 
their special sécrétons, but these 
products are not poured forth thru 
ducts. 
Instead, they are 
simply 
passed into 
the 
biood, 
and 
the 
blood carries the products on thru 
the body. These particular factor­ 
ies of secretion are called ductless 
glands, since they have no canals 
to 
the 
exterior, 
or in scientific 
language, endocrine 
glands. Their 
products are hormones or endoc­ 
rines.

CRITICAL SITUATION

today 
views 
its 
great highway system of concrete 
and gravelled roads, it is hard to 
believe that at one time gravel or 
macadamized roads were 
scorned 
by the public press as wholly inade­ 
quate. 
Yet there was a time 
in 
Missouri shortly before the Civil 
W ar, when roads made of 
wood 
plank were seriously advocated and 
even built. 
It was an era known 
to 
highway 
engineers 
as 
the 
‘‘plank road mania”. 
It was just seventy-nine years 
ago this week, on May 13, 
1854, 
that the directors of one of these 
Missour plank roads»*met at Co­ 
lumbia, and selected the route of 
a ten mile road from Columbia to 
Providence. 
This 
Boone 
County 
road was typical of others erected 
in Missouri about 
this 
time. 
It 
connected interior points with 
a 
port on the river, and provided 
a 
connection with steamboat trans­ 
portation in those days when rail­ 
roads were almost unknown in the 
West. 
The contract 
for the 
Columbia 
and Providence plank road was let 
on July 15, 1854. 
The road was 
to be* completed by the contractors, 
Jacob Barcus and Samuel Leonard 
of Louisiana, Mo., in one year, for 
$,30,00. 
As the road was ten miles 
long, the cost was $3000 a mile. 
Plank road construction was 
a 
phase of agitation for internal im­ 
provements once widely advocated 
in the United States. Like all such 
projects, plank roads did not ap­ 
pear without preliminary encour­ 
agement. 
The public press led in 
this promotion, 
and 
among 
the 
leading publications in 
favor 
of 
such roads in 
Missouri 
was 
the 
Western Journal, a magazine pub­ 
lished at St. Louis. 
In 1848, the Western Journal be­ 
gan printing extensive articles 
in 
favor of plank roads, and the news­ 
papers of the State joined in. The 
W estern 
Journal 
even 
praised 
plank 
roads, and the newspapers 
as being more practical than ma­ 
cadamized or rock 
roads. 
Joseph 
E. Ware of St. Louis published 
a 
pamphlet, “Observations on Plank 
Roads,” giving information on con­ 
structing plank roads. 
W are him­ 
self was the inventor of a patent­ 
ed method of constructing 
these 
roads, which comprised a devise to 
keep the planks in place. 
The results of this campaign of 
information was immediately m ade 
evident 
in 
laws passed 
by 
the 
General Assembly of Missouri. Be­ 
ginning in 1850-51, and continuing 
for nearly a decade, the statutes 
are flooded with 
laws concerning 
proposed plank roads. 
A genera! 
plank road was approved on FeD- 
ruary 27, 1851, which, among other 
things, set the rate of tolls. Special 
laws also were 
passed 
in 
great 
numbers. 
If all the plank roads that were 


authorized by law had been 
com­ 
pleted, Missouri would have been 
covered with a maze of them. For­ 
tunately 
for 
investors, 
most of 
these roads did not pass beyond the 
incorporation stgge. 
One of 
the 
most ambitious of these 
projects, 
which failed, was the attem pt 
to 
create interest 
in a 
plank 
road 
from Glasgow in Howard county 
to St. Louis, by way of Columbia. 
Only a few of these roads were 
actually built in Missouri. Perhaps 
the most famous and probably the 
longest plank road constructed in 
Missouri was the 
Ste. Genevieve, 
Iron Mountain 
and 
Pilot 
Knob 
Plank Road. This road was 
incor­ 
porated on February 7, 1851. 
It 
was completed from Ste. Genevieve 
to Iron Mountain, by way of Farm ­ 
ington, in the fall of 
1853, at 
a 
cost of 
$200,000. 
Five toll gates 
were distributed along the forty- 
two miles of this road, and 
over 
it was carried a great amount 
of 
mineral and agricultural products. 
Point Pleasant in New 
Madrid 
County was the terminus of a plank 
road that came from the interior 
of Arkansas. In Howard and Ran­ 
dolph Counties was another fam ­ 
ous plank road, 
which 
extended 
from Glasgow to 
Huntsville, 
by 
way of Roanoke 
and 
Mt. Airy. 
This latter road 
was twenty-six 
miles long and built by an Indiana 
firm for $84,000. 
The contract re­ 
quired that it 
be 
completed 
by 
April, 1853. 
Among other 
roads 
constructed were those in Marion, 
Ralls, Pike and St. Louis Counties. 
Plank roads proved very expen­ 
sive 
to m aintain, 
however. 
The 
planks warped and wore out 
and 
had to be replaced soon. Although 
State geologists as early as 1853 
warned th at 
gravel 
roads 
were 
smoother and many 
times 
more 
durable than 
plank, 
some 
wood 
roads were constructed. 
In a few 
years there was not a plank 
re­ 
m aining on these early 
improved 
roads. 
The disorder and neglect 
occasioned by the Civil W ar proo- 
ably hastened the deterioration of 
these plank roads. 
All the plank 
on the road 
from 
Huntsville 
to 
Roanoke was sold in 1865 for only 
$216.
